Other blows were then 
dealt the unconscious prisoner, and 
when he was finally removed from 
the prison ward by deputy wardens 
of the camp, his face was badly cut 
and bruised. His wounds were 
dressed by Dr. Paul McDonald. No 
facial bones were found fractured, 
but several deep, ugiy cuts had

Because her love for a sailor had

W. Nelson, of Atlanta, grand vice 
president of the national brother- 
hood, of an order from Grand Pres- 
ident E. H. Fitzgerald, of Cincin- 
nati, instructing him to order the 
striking railway clerks back to 
their posts, and his subsequent 
countermand of the order over long 
distance telephone. 

“Fitzgerald Misinformed.” 

Mr. Nelson stated that President 
Fitzgerald had been misinformed 
regarding the situation here and is- 
sued the erder on the strength of 
this. information, but when he was 
informed through telephonic com- 
munication of the true status of 
the case of the railway clerks, 
President Fitzgerald declared the 
order null and void. “The clerks 
will return to work when the au- 
tocratic ultimatum of the Central of 
Georgia has been withdrawn,” con-

Three, Cuthbert 
Turns Bloody R 
Own Throat. 


Cuthbert, Ga., May 23.—(Special.) 
Said to have become suddenly and 
violently insane at an early hour 
this morning. Mrs. W. H. Ward, 
wife of a well-known citizen’ of 
this place, secured a razor and 
slashed the throats of four of her 
five little daughters and inflicted 
ghastlyj wounds on her own throat 
in an apparent attempt to end her 
life. | 

The gruesome tragedy was enact- 


in an adjoining room unconscious 
of the fact that the lives of his 
entire family and probably his own 
life were in horrible danger. 
\The wounds inflicted by Mrs. 
Ward have already resulted in the 
death of one of the little girls, Ora, 
aged 5, years, and two others are 
hovering’ at the point of death as 
the result of being slashed about 
the throat and neck. 

The fourth child is said to be 
painfully cut on the cheeks, but 
phySictans do not belteve that its 
wounds will prove dangerous. Mrs. 
Ward is also badly slashed, but it 
is stated that her hurts, although 
painful, will not be necessarily fa- 
tal. N 

Very Young Children. 

The little girls ranged in age 
from 5 years, the age of Ora, the 
slain baby, to 9 and 10 yéars. 

According to reports of the tra- 
gedy, Ward .was awakened by the 
screams of his children and, rush- 
ing into the room adjoining that in 
which he was sleeping, found his 
wife slashing the throat of one lit- 
tle daughter while three other ba- 
bies lay bleeding ‘on the floor. She 
had apparently not had time to 
slash the fifth child. i 

As Ward entered, the demented 
mother loosed the child .she was 
cutting and began slashing her own 
throat. She had inflicted deep and 
painful gashes before her husband 
was able to overpower her and take 
the razor from her hands. 

Physicians were hurriedly. sum- 
moned ‘and medical aid was in 
stantly given the five injured peo- 
ple, but little Ora Ward died very 


shortly after the occurrence, and 
two other little girls were late to- 
night in a precarious condition, 
With pneumonia adding to the dan- 
gers besetting them.

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Secretary Gardner Ex- 
plains There Was No 
Bolting Convention, as 
Erroneously Reported. 


Hon. Hiram L. Gardner. secretary 
of the Georgia democratic exeru- 
tive committee, forwarded yester- 
day the official certificate of, the 
state committee, indorsed by 66 of 
67 ragmbers of the committee. is- 
suing the credentials of the state 
committee as filed with the na- 
t'qnal democratic committee at 
Washington, to the full. Palmer 
delegation from Georgia to the 
San Francisco convention. 

e Tha certificate contains the 
regulations for the presidential pri- 
mary as issued on Pebruary 10, in 
Which it was provided that all of 
the state delegates to the national 
conveAtion “shall be chosen from 
among the friends and supporters 
of that candidates for president re- 
ceiving the highest county unit 
vote.” 

Palmer Given Delegation. 

The certificate shows that Pal- 
mer received 148 votes, Watson 132 
votes and Hoke Smith 104 votes, 
entitling Mr. Palmer, under the 
ruling of the state committee, to 
the full delegation. 

In forwarding the credentials and 
certificate to the secretary of the 
national committee, Secretary Gard- 
ner states; . 

“The press reports have entirely 
misrepresented the situation in 
Georgia. No bolting convention of 
any kind was held nor was there 
any necessity for such. The rules 
of the primary, adopted long before 
either Smith. Watson or Palmer 
were ever thought of as § candi- 
dates, provided that the candidate 
for president -who should receive 
the highest number of county unit 
votes should have the whole dele- 
gation.

Mrs. Ward has been in ill health 
for some time and it had. been 
widely noted that she was inclined 
to be very melancholy, but her sud- 
den and violent insanity came with- 
out warning of any kind. The en- 
tire section is shocked at the trag- 
edy and grieved over the death and 
suffering of the little ones. 

Mr. Ward, a local blackgmith and 
a very substantial citizen, was 
prostrated when he found that the 
tragedy had occurred while-he was 
asleep and unable to avert the hor- 
rible occurrence.

REVOLUTION LEADERS 
DISAVOW COMPLICITY 


In Fact, They Seem Stu- 
pefied by the Tragedy, 
Fearing Its Effect on the 
United States—Carran- 
za’s Chief of Staff Tells 
of the Attack. 


Mexico City, May 23.—The dead 
and, reports say, mutilated bodies 
of Venustiano Carranza and those 
of his faithful followers sssassinat- 
ed with him have cast a pal! of 
worry and uneertainty over the 
capital. 

Vigorously gesticulating, the rev- 
olutionary leaders discluim any and 
all responsibility for the brutal act 
which resulted in the first chief's 
death atTlaxcalantonge, The most 
detailed information is being pre- 
pared for dispatch to the American 
state department, showing that rev- 
Olutionary forces were nowhere 
near the Carranza fugitives when 
the slaying occurred. And it is 
likely chat Generals Gonzales and 
Obregon will deal summarily with 
General Rodolpo Herrero, who, ac- 
cording to present advices, was the 
man responsible for the wholesale 
assassinations. 

Murdered While They Slept. 

While details of the assassina- 
tions are still lacking, the dis- 
patches, including an apparently 
authoritative version telegraphed 
to El Universal from Beristan, 
would ‘indicate that the first chief 
and his faithful followers were 
murdered while they slept, and, fol- 
lowing the killings, the bodies of 
the dead were slashed with ma- 
chetes. 

As to the whereabouts of Herrero, 
reports differ. One report says he is 
unmolested at Villa Juarez, under 
Surveillance until the revolutionary 
government has completed an in- 
+ quiry into the murders. A second 
declares he is in full flight with 
the revolutionary forces in pursuit. 

General Aguilar, another of the 
Carranza followers, is reported to 
have surrendered at Vera Cruz and 
received permission to embark on 
a ship for Europe. 

Meantime the capital is stupified 
at the latest course Mexican pol- 
itics have taken. Revolutionary 
leaders are worried to the point of 
distraction at what effect the mur. 
ders will have upon: their cause, 

Sorrow in Many Quarters. 

Evidences of sorrow in many 
quarters at the death of the first 
chief were manifested by flags at 
half mast and people ealling at the 
Carranza home here during the day. 
The foreign diplomats, including 
those at the American embassy 
paid their respects jo the dead 
chieftain both in calls and in low- 
ered flags over the e asSies. The 
newspapers, many of them pointing 
out Carranza’s tailures as well as 
his contributions to the nation, unit- 
ed in deploring his death. 

But mourning was uowhere any 
deeper than it was in revolutionary 
Gircles. There it was ot consider- 
ed that Carranza’s Passing was a 
loss to, the nation, but rather a 
terrific phychological blow to the 
cause of the latest revolution. Both 
Generals Obregon and Gonzales ex- 
pressed their deep distress Over the 
unhappy affair, and whatever may 
be the opinion of the Outside worid, 
it may be stated tnat the capital 
here is convinced the generals are 
sincere in thelr renunciation of any 
part, either active or passive, in the 
murders. On the contrary, there is 
every reason to believe ‘that the 
revolutionists were constantly 
working to prevent just such a 
tragedy as occurred. 

Barragan’s Story ef Murder.

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RAILWAYS BLAMED 


S. Davies Warfield Says 
Operating Officials Are 
Responsible U. S. Own- 
ership Unless Carriers 
Co- operate.

Washington, May 23.—Blame for 
the nation-wide freight congestion 


was placed on the railroad operat- 

ing officials tonight by S. Davies 

Warfield, president of the Assdcia- 

— of Owners of Railroad Securi- 
ee 

In an analysis of the trans»vorta- 
tion crisis Mr. Warfield said the 
railroad operating officials had 
failed to meet the situation and 
trat government ownership would 
be “forced upon an unwilling couan- 
try” unless the carriers themselves 
devise co-operative methods. 

Mr. Warfield approved the inter- 
state commerce commission's pre- 
posal for a national equipment cor- 
poration, but said such an agency 
should be created by congress rath- 
er than by the roads, who, he as- 
serted, had failed to arrive at a 
common. basis of understanding 
even in the distribution of the 
$300,000,000 revolving fund provided 
by the transportation act. 

Failed to Meet Situation. 

“The railroads thus far have 
failed to meet the situation,” he 
added. “Within three months from 
their return to their owners we 
find the railroads invoking powers 
granted the. interstate commerce 
commission in the transportation 
act, which powers, together with 
other vital provisions now in the 
law, the Association of Railway 
Executives opposed being granted 
to the commission.” 

Mr. Warfield said he planned to 
suggest to the commission this 
week that trustees of the proposed 
equipment corporation be composed 
of “practical railroad operating of- 
ficials, financial men and repre- 
sentatives of the interstate com- 
merce commission.” 

There has been no indication 
when the, commission plans to take 
up formation of the _ corporation. 
Inasmuch as railroad’ executives 
have not offered any concrete sug- 
postions as to methods for estab- 
ishing the agency in so far as finan- 
cing .75 per cent of the capital 
stock of $500,000,000, it is regarded 
by railroad experts as probable that 
the corporation cannot be put in 
shape in time to aid in breaking 
the present freight blockade. 

Local Committees to Work. 

The twenty-eight ‘local commit- 
tees recently designated by the 
commisslon meet in their respective 
cities tomorrow, and, it is expect- 
ed, will be Ahle to survey their in- 
dividual problems within forty- 
rho, Saar Information they ob- 
tain will be forwarded immediately 
to the commission, to be used in de- 
ciding on a policy relating to pri- 
orities and embargoes. 

The great exchange of equlp- 
ment, scheduled by the commis- 
sion’s order to commence Tuesday, 
Was counted on to ease the strain 
on tha roads materially once the 
movement of cars east and west 
gets under way. But rail “eads 
believed weeks of co-operation he- 
tween the commission, the roads 
and the shipping public must fol- 
low if the blockade is successfully 
opened.

CAMPAIGN j UNDS 


Senate Probers 32813 
Work Wood Fund to 
Get Much Attention. 
Much Gossip Will Be 
Proved Untrue. 


| By Mark Sullivan. 

Washington, May 23.—(Special.)— 
The senate committee to investigate 
campaign funds meets tomorrow 
morning. Much that has been inu- 
jendo will now be made a matter of 
record, and much else that has been 
gossip will be proved uutrue. For 
example, within the last week a 
large number of newspapers. carried 
a story, ufider sensational headlines. 
to the effect that a fund of 36,000, 
000 had been raised or subscribed to 
get/ the democratic nomination for 
Mr. McAdog. The story mentioned, 
as actua} or potential subscribers, 
Edward N. Hurley, Cleveland Dodge. 
Bernard M. Baruch, Thomas L. 
Chadbourne and others. The judge- 
ment of your correspondent is that 
ts particular story is grotesque. 
I ddOubt if any fund whatever has 
been spent, raised or subscribed: in 
Mr. McAdoo’s behalf by these men 
Or any other men. Mr. MeAdoo's 
aspirations for the presidency are 
now, and have been for a week or 
ten days past, rather low. But the 
reasons have nothing to do with big 
campaign funds, and the use of this 
particular story to hurt him sug- 
gests unpleasing qualities in these 
enemies of Mr.cAdoo, and Mof Mr.

Your correspondent be- 
lieves the degree of accuracy in this 
story is about 50 per cent, and thia 
is an unusually large veracity per- 
centage for this kind of story. If 
the republican campaign tommittee 
is raising five million or, he 
outside, $5,500,000, for the coming 
campaign, that figures not mate- 
rially larger, relative to changed 
conditions, than both the parties 
have raised and spent in other re- 
Cent national campaigns.

Large Sum Spent by Wood: 

But there can be no doubt that

people so regard it—it is, on the

And yet it will prob- 
ably turn out that even a campaign 
conducted with so little an organi- 
zation and with such unpretentious 
expenditure as Senator Johnson's in 
Michigan, Indiana, Nebraska. New 
Jersey and elsewhere must ve 
rost at least $50,000, in addition to 
the probably much larger sum that 
was spent in California. 

Campaigns cannot be condumed 
without money and it is the sheer- 
est hypocrisy to pretend otherwise. 
Even so minor a campaign as Sen- 
ator Poindexter’s must have cost a 
good deal of money, because it has 
included a great~deal of circulariz- 
ing. It will be surprising if the ex- 
penses of this candidacy did not 
rech at least $40,000, although it 
was conducted with a modesty that 
never brought it into the << 
criticism, 

Emphasis on Quantity. 

In the investigation that begins 
tomorrow the emphasis is likely to 
be laid on mere’ quantity. The 
J rough-and-ready test fs whether 
the amount spent exceeds what the 
public standard of taste regards es 
to much. This is an illogical tes“, 
but it is the one that will be ap- 
plied, and unhappily for Gral 
Wond’s fate in the convention Wat 
is Wkel¥ to be the test upon which 
the leaders will make up their 
minds as to whether General 
Wood's availability for the coming 
campaign against the democrais 
has been impaired. 

A more discriminating test would 
take account of where the oney 
came from and would loo with 
particular care into what was done 
with it.

Apart from General 
Wood’s reputation and Colonel 
Procter’s reputation, it would be

facturer. Colonel Procter’s money 
in the campaign has already been 
the basis of a good deal of jocosity 
dealing with “flaaters” and “bub- 
bles.” From now on look out for 
‘pins based on Ivory soap and taint- 
ed money. 

Hard Task for Committee. 

The committee will not d it 
easy to make its work comprenhen- 
sive and accurate. In the cases of

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Alleged That Struggle 
May Destroy Work of 
Paris Conference and 
Change Map of World. 


8 Frank H. Simonds. 

New York, May 23.— Two cireum 
Stances about teh campaign which 
the Poles and Ukrainians are con- 
ducting against the Russians claim 
equil interest. In the first place. 
the struggle is unmistakably a real 
war, old-fashioned in its causes, 
wholly modern in its magnitude, and 
thus carries swift confutation to the 
hopes and claims of the makers of 
the recent peace of Parts, that the 
principles established in that doc- 
ument would war, if not impossible, 
at least unlikely. In the second 
place, the consequences of the strug- 
gle may destroy all the work of the 
Paris conference in reconstructing 
the map of Europe east of the Car- 
pathians and of the Oder. 

Those who a vear ago most ar- 
dently advocated the idea of a 
league of nations. both in Great 
Britain and in the United States, 
have been the first to voice disap- 
pointment and resentment at the 
Polish episode, to demand some sort 
of official action to restrain the bel- 
ligerents. and to denounce as chau- 
vinistic and imperiaiistic those Pol- 
ish aspirations and purposes which 
explain, in some measure, the out- 
break of the new conflict. 

Demands Logicail. 

Such demands and denunciations 
are both logical. they represent a 
new expression of the views cham- 
pioned at Paris by President Wilson 
and in some measure incorporated 
into the covenant of the league of 
nations. Mr. Wilson and those who 
agreed with him were seeking to 
create a sort of controlling direc- 
torate of world affairs to regulate 
the appetites of the larger nations 
and ‘rigidly limit those of the small- 
er. The supreme council as the fore- 
runner of the league of nations was 
to fix frontiers, impose its solutions 
of disputed questions, reorganize the 
map of Europe. These decisions were 
te be right of themselves and found- 
ed upon justice would possess a 
moral force which no-race or tribe 
would dare to question. ‘ 

But from the very outset the 
supreme council encountered sus- 
picion, hostility. open defiance from 
the smaller and larger nations alike. 
when it undertook to dispose of 
controverted questions by the agpli- 
cation of abstract principles of by 
the employment of disputed ethnic 
maps. Italy among the great pow- 
ers. Rumania. Belgium. Poland, Ju- 
go-Slavia. among the lesser openly 
challenged the authority and xesist- 
ed the decisions of the supreme 
council. 

As a consequence the supreme 
council which was in fact the league 
of nations in its first stage, thus 
found itself defied by large and 
small peoples without any remedy 
within its own reach. It could do 
nothing to enforce its decisions be- 
cause the people of the nations 
which dominated the supreme coun- 
cil. that is the British. American 
and French peoples. were t ally un- 
prepared to shed blood or incur ex- 
pense t-to maintain those frontiers 
established by the Paris conference 
in Poland. Russia or along the Ad- 
riatic. : 
Notwithstanding this fact the 
supreme council crntinued to act 
as if its decrees were enforceable. 
It fixed frontiers without regard 
to the will of peoples who had the 
means and the intention to resist 
the Paris decision. The treatment 
of Rumania was a conspicuous ex- 
ample of this Paris method. Bessa- 
rabia was Rumanian by virtue of 
the vote of a great majority of its 
local parliament, Rumanian troops 
occupied the province and the in- 
habitants were Rumanian by race, 
yet the Paris conference steadily de- 
clined to recognize the fact or the 
force of Rumanian claims and 
solemnly repeated its demands that 
the Rumanians depart. 

Poland’«x Claims Denied. 

But the very hest example of the 
effort to rule the world by virtue 
of moral authority and without 
practical force was supplied in the 
ease of Poland. First and last the 
Paris conference did violence to all 
the legitimate claims of Poland. It 
denied to her possession of Danziz, 
her one available port. It surround- 
ed the territory grudtngly assigned 
to the Poles by plebiscite areas in 
which the population was. unde- 
niably Polish on the pretext that 
this Polish majority might pref 
German or Czech rule. It fixed the 
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New Elements 
In Cotton? 


The answe* to this question re- 
quires study of economic condi- 
tions affecting the value of all 
commodity prices. There are 
fundamental factors which will 
have the utmost inf“ e on 
prices of cotton.

For this coyrse Great Britain was 
mainly responsible. The British 
were at all times hostile to Polish 
aspirations, both because they saw 
in a strong Poland a dangerous ally 
for the French, and becauge even 
the least debatable Polish ‘aims 
ran counter to German and Russian 


wishes, and thus promised, if real- 
ized, to open a new chapter in Eu- 


ropean discord and conflict. 

America joined with Britain 
measurably in this anti-Polish pol- 
icy. Mr. 
principle of self- determination. and 
the fact that on the southern and 
eastern fringes of Poland there 
were masses of Ruthenian: and 
White Russians served as a war- 
rant for drawing the frontiers of 
Poland in such fashion as to de- 
prive that country of the Polish 
cities of Lemberg and Vilna, and to 
bring the frontiers back to the Bug, 
depriving Poland of the barrier of 
the Pripet marses, the sole real 
bulwark against a new Russian con- 
quest, 

What was not appreciated in 
Paris, in the days of the confer- 
ence, what is not yet appreciated 
in many quarters, was the fact that 
the decisions made by the peace 
conference could not endure unless 
they were satisfactory to those in 
whose name they were made or 
were enforced by armies and navies 
beyond the resources of these na- 
Very glibly the con- 
ference asserted that the divisions 
between the Poles and the Ukraini- 
ans, the White Russians and the 
Poles, should de forever fixed by 
certain lines drawn upon the map, 
drawn in accordance wich the 
selfish interest or the more or less 
hypocritical morality of the mas- 
ters of the conference. 


Poles Have Army of 750,000. 


Now. what has happened in the 
east of Europe is not difficult to 
explain. Poland has an army of 
upwards of 750,000 troops. As a 
country it is menaced by Russian 
attack, both politically and mili- 
tarilvy. There is no Barrier between 
the Poles and their enemies which 
insures safety. The Paris confer- 
ence, which permitted the French to 
occupy the Rhine barrier for a pe- 
riod of years, denied to the Poles 
the privilege of protecting them- 
selves at the Dnieper, which, until 
1772. constituted the western boun- 
dary of the Pelishj state. Instead. 
the Paris confereRYce : commanded 
the Poles. to retire behind the Bug. 

This same Paris conference per- 
mitted the British to occupy: Meso- 
potamia, Palestine, Arabia, as bar- 
riers against possible danger to 
British interests in India and in 
Egypt. It divided the German colo- 
nies between the French and the 
British, to insure the abolition of 
the danger which German desire 
for a place in the sun carried for 
both British South Africa, and the 
French empire between the Congo 
and Lake Tchad. But to all Polish 
proposals for a barrier between Po- 
land and her Russian enemy there 
was raised the vehement denuncia- 
tion of Polish imperialism. 

In the last analysis British and 
American policy at Paris and since 
Paris has been dominated by a de- 
sire to preserve Germany and Rus- 
sia. Both American and British reb- 
resentatives have frowned upon the 
aspirations of the Polés, Ne Ru- 
manians, for that matt 3 en 
fancied aspirations of ©. French 
to partition German of 
states. The smaller races 
felt and resented this attitude and 
now, and in the case of Poland, a 
war has been the result. In the 
end, the great powers have been 
compelled to sit by and see great 
armies engaged, to see the Poles 
undertaking to. establish by the 
sword those frontiers which were 
dented them in the conference. 

The fact seems to me more im- 
portant than has as yet been gen- 
erally cognized. A century ago the 
conquerors of Napoleon undertook 
to establish a board of directors to 
regulate the world, they called it 
the holy alliance, but its purposes 
were little different from those of 
the contemporary league of nations. 
These purposes were comprehended 
in the notion of preventing war and 
preserving that arrangement which 
had been created by the congress 
of Vienna. So far as the partners 
in the scheme were concerned, they 
were above the law. Russia, Prus- 
sia and Austria were permitted to 
erfslave the Poles, Italy was reduc- 
ed to tyranny and foreign occupa- 
tlon, but any smaller people, re- 
belling against the decisions of the 
holy alliance was to feel the moral 
as ‘well as the military. influence 
of the combtnation. 7 


Conference Fixed. Frontiers. 


Now the Paris eonferénce under- 
took a similar adjustment of the 
world. It &brogated to itself tue 
right to act as the guardian-of thie 
smaller nations. It fixed the fron- 
tiers of the lesser tribes without 
regard. to their will. Where it did 
not follow Vienna, because it could 
not, was in providing foree to car- 
ry out its decrees. And less than 
a year later, what has happened’ 
Obviously the lesser tribes are pro- 
ceeding to remake their own fron- 
tiers and so far no intervention by 
the great powers has even been con- 
templated. The Poles are in Vilna, 
in Lemberg, they are in Minsk and 
Pinsk. Iustead of halting at the 
Bug they have passed the Beresina 
and the Dnieper. The Riimanains 
are in Bessarabia, and for that mat- 

„the Italians have neve. left 
Fiumie. | : 

If this means anything, it means 
that we are to see in the next few 
years, are in fact. perceiving in 
an initial stage, an adjustment of 
the situation in eastern Europe as 
totally outside the wish or will of 
the Paris conference as were the 
liberation of Italy and the unifica- 
tion of Germany beyond the vision 
and opposed to the desires of the 
statesmen who met at Vienna. 

And the first step, oddly enough, 
repeats to an amazing extent the 
initia] phase of the world war. The 
great catastrophe had its. origin in 
the Balkans. Its actual occasion 
was not the assassination of the 
archduke at Serajevo, but the de- 
feat of the Turkish armies at Ku- 
manova and Lule Burgas. There 
was, after a fashion, a concert of 
Europe, from the days of the con- 
gress of Rerlin to the outbreak of 
the first Balkan war. That con- 
cert was dedicated to the purpose 
of preserving the status quo in the 
Balkans and it was raeasurably 
successful just as long as the Bal- 
kan peoples remained divided by 
their mutnal jealousies. 

But when the, Greek, the Serb 
and the Bulgar ‘truck hands and 
set.out to fight the Turk in alli- 
ance, Europe was helpless and the 
Turk was swiftly beaten. The re- 
sult was the end of the Turkish em- 
pire in Europe, the rise of a strong 
Serbia. the aggrandizement of Ru- 
mania and the deadly danger .of 
Austria. Too late the central pow- 
ers succeeded in deSroying the 
Balkin alliance, too late because the 
xreat harm had deen done, the 
Turkish «mpir@ had been shatter- 
ed, a Ahrtal wound had beer deal! 
to the Austro-German aspirations 
in the Near Bast. 

Events Like Those of 1912. 

Now what has happened in the

Weekly Crop Notes 


Crop notes for Georgia for the J 
week ending May 22, issued py the 
co- Operative crop revorting service, 
a union of federal bureau of crop 
estimates, F. W. Gist, field agent. 
and state department of agriculture, 

J. Brown, commissioner; are as 
follows: 

Another week has passed without 
a furrow being run. There were 
heavy rains throuvhout the state on 
the 12th, 13th and 14th, and ain 
on the 19th and 20th, with cool east 
winds, Which not only retarded the 
growth of crops, but causing cotton 
10 die, corn turn yellow, seed rot in 
the ground, rust to show up more on 
wheat and .doing material damage 
to fruit and all growing crop.. 
Hail: was reported as doing con- 
siderable damage to peaches in sev- 
eral sections and especially in the 
fourth. district, where it also strip- 
ped the young cotton of all leaves. 
Grass and weeds ‘seem to ‘be tak- 
ing the crop in the lower central 
and southern part of the state. 

The labor situation seems to get 
worse. ndications are that a large 
per cent of farm land will lay idle 
this vear. Much progress was made 
in planting during the two pretty 
days first of last week, though re 
ports from the northern third of the 
state show that less than one-third 
of the cotton wasplanted and prac- 
tical'v no corn or othet food crops. 
The boll weevil has showed up in 
abundance in many of the south 
Georgia counttes. The farmers gen- 
erally are very blue and discouraged 
over labor, boll weevil and weather 
conditions. 

Crop Grews Slowly. 

The growth of corn is reported as 
very slow. It is turning yellow and 
being destroyed by bud worms in 
the lowlands, causing much replant- 
ing to be necessary. The weather 
has not at all been favorable for

cotton, Stands poor, germination 
Slow. seed rotting in the greund, 
and cotton dying in all sections, and 
much being plowed up and planted 
to peanuts, peas and other erops. 

Peanuts are reported as doing 
fairly well in the southern part or 
the state, though poor stands and 
very grassy. So far the planting of 
this crop has onlv reached about 
half way up the state. The sugar- 
cane crop is reported very good in 
the southeastern part of the state, 
fairly good in the southern and with 
poor stands and being drowned out 
in the ‘southwestern. portion. 

The weather has been very unfa- 
vorable to the melen crop. The 
vines are small, stands poor and 
late. Hot sunshine is much needed 
for this crop. Velvet beans ave re- 
ported as looking very nice in tha 
southern sections. Tobacco is re- 
ported as dojng fine in the seventh 
and eighth districts. ~ 

Wheat Crop. 

The wheat crop seems to have 
suffered from too much rain and 
rust. The oat cropsis now being 
harvested in the lower part of thx 
state. Some damage to the shocks 
from heavy winds and rains. Indi- 
eations arg that a good crop of hay 
will be planted.’ Clover is reported 
as looking well. ' 

Peaches are reported falling off 
very badly from eyéry district, and 

e little uneasiness is being felt 
regarding this crop. Apples seem 
te be in air shape. Spraying of 
the trees seems to béethe order of 
the day, and the indications afe tha 
there will be a good crop.

and undisputed title to her eastern 
provinces. No disputes which sep- 
arate these three peoples are more 
acute than those which scparated 
the Balkan peoples a decade ago, 
and for all three the bolshevist men- 
ace is far more considerable than 
was the Turkish for the Serbs, the 
Greeks and the Bulgarians. , 

But an alliance between these 
three peoples would constitute a 
force which might well obtain a 
hearing in Europe. Here are some 
sixty or seventy. millions of people, 
possessing in the Polish and Ru- 
manian armies forces well trained, 
well equipped and containing more 
than a million of veterans. Added 
to this military weapon is the enor- 
mous potential economic wealth of 
the Ukraine, for which the Germans 
ran such high risks in the last year 
of the war. 

Today Russia is a shell. Had the 
armies of Kolchak, Denikine or 
Yudenitch posséssed real strength, 
had they represented anything. but 
the hateful idea of. the old regine, 
of the restoration of czarism, their 
success would have been inevitable. 
As it was, their failure was only by 
narrowest of margins. But 
granted that Rumania and Poland 
are prepared to act together and 
that the Tkrainians will stand with 
them, nothing seems more certain 
than that the Polish armies will’ 
presently reach Moscow. that they 
Will bring down the whole bolshe- 
vist edifice in ruins. 

But it is exactly this prospect 
which terrifies London, because it 
carries with it the certainty of a 
totally new orderin:: cf the condi- 
tions in the east of Europe. It means 
the rise of a Ukrainian State occu- 
pying the shores of the Slack sca; 
it means the certainty of Polish ex- 
pansion eastward arel northward, to, 
include both the white Russian an 
the Lithuanian regions.
